Chriſtians that have ſuch a Treaſure in their 
hands as the holy Lawes of God, make no uſe of 
it for the Civ:ll pollicic of States for which the 
Iudiciall Law was prindpally intended ? I ne» 
ver underſtood any other Reaſon of Clergy mens 
ſuting in great Councells, but tbat no Lai might 
be enadted till it were examined by the Law of 
God, and the Levites being Iudges amongit the 
 JTewes does not prove that one man may have 
ſeverall callings , for all true reputation conſiſts 
in the diſcharge of a mans proper profeſſ:on , but 
that the Law of God was as their Ciyill or Come 
mon Law , Iuſtite is the end of the Law , the 
Law is the Commonwealths ſervant; the Magi- 
ſtrate i Gods Party , and the Image of God; 
therefore the Law muſt be in ſubſtance accord 
ing ta the modell of the Law of God.
